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DULLES CAN SOAR OX HIGH PLANE 
For a long time Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson has been the prisoner of his critics. 
He has been unable to make or ex ecute cer­ 
tain kinds of policy , because to do so would 
have aroused a storm of opposition that 
might have sty mied all policy . 
The U. S. Foreign Service, vital overseas 
wing of the State Department, has been 
similarly entrapped. Fearing to do any thing 
that somehow might not look good in the 
headlines of 19 55, American diplomats have 
done relatively little of constructive value. 
But in all the head-shaking over this un­ 
happy condition, a few important things 
appear to have been overlooked. If the State 
Department and the Foreign Service were as 
strong as they ought to bo, then they could 
not easily be captured. 
What has happened, therefore, is a reflec­ 
tion not merely of the strength of the State 
Department’s opposition, but of the depart­ 
ment’s own weakness. 
Some observers feel this weakness has 
been developing over a long period. The de­ 
partment’s prestige, these men say , has been 
so marred that it is totally out of key with 
America's position as the most powerful 
nation on earth. 
Many factors undoubtedly account for the 
evident decline. In recent times, the ascend­ 
ancy of the foreign aid establishment has 
given rise to a new phenomenon, the eco­ 
nomic ambassador, to rival the traditional 
“ political” ambassador. 
It is entirely pos­ 
sible, too. that the growing complex ity of 
world events has outdated the practice x >f 
choosing top diplomats from the ranks of 
top domestic campaign contributors. 
The incoming Secretary of State. J ohn 
Foster Dulles, would thus seem to be con­ 
fronted with a double opportunity . 
He will enjoy reasonable freedom to make 
policy without fear of being swarmed over 
by domestic political opponents of the Eisen­ 
hower administration. There will be opposi­ 
tion. of course, but it is unlikely to have the 
fury of that which greeted Acheson at every 
turn. 
More than that, Dulles will have the 
chance to rebuild the prestige and power of 
the State Department, including the Foreign 
Service, into an establishment worthy of the 
preeminence of America in world affairs. 
If Dulles can make American diplomacy 
abroad a sy mbol of high purpose, dignity , 
responsibility and consistent policy , he will 
have carved himself an enduring niche in the 
long line of American secretaries of State.

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TREATING SEVERE ATTAC KS OF ASTHMA 
It is only with in recent y ears th at p h y sicians 
h av e been able to treat aslh m a with comp lete su c­ 
cess. As an asth m atic seldom dies du ring an attack, 
the condition was not taken too seriou sly .

F u r­ 
th er. as th e great m ajority of attacks can be re­ 
liev ed by injecting 10 to 15 minims (drop s) 
adrenalin (1 to 1,000* u nder th e skin, astRMa 
are not u su ally in fear of th eir attacks. 
Ar.d still fu rth er, now th at p h y sicians 
art find­ 
ing th at allergy (being ov ersensitiv e to various 
su bstances su ch as h air. fu r. leath ers, p ollen) is a 
common cau se and th at most of oth er cases are th e 
resu lt of deformities or defects of nose and th roat, 
th ey h av e learned h ow to treat asth ma. Th is means 
desensitizing th» * indiv idu al as is done with rag­ 
weed p ollen in h ay fev er. 
Howev er, desp ite th e ex cellent results obtained 
by h y p odennic injection of adrenalin 1 to 1.000 
(ep inep h rine) or by inh aling a I 
to 100 solution of 
adrenalin, th ere are some cases in which th e mucus 
p lu g cannot be dislodged. Th is can be a serious m at­ 
te r becau ce it may p rev ent the passage of enough 
air in and ou t of th e lu ngs—smothering. 
I h av e w ritten before of h ow th is mucus plug 
can often be remov ed by h av ing the patient kneel 
on a ch air with h ands tou ch ing floor and head be­ 
tween h ands and th en cou gh ing as h ard as possible; 
h ard cou gh ing in this favorable position often 
loosens the p lu g. 
In asth m a cau sed by allergy (pollen, feathers, 
du st), Dr. George L. W aldbott, of Detroit, in the 
“Jou rnal of Allergy ,” rev iews resu lts of 180 a t­ 
tacks in 127 p atients by u se of a bronchoscope, the 
main u se of wh ich was formerly to locate and re­ 
mov e objects th at h ad entered th e lungs instead of 
th e stomach . 
'T he principal reason for using the broncho­ 
scope is to remov e th ick, sticky mucus from th e 
bronchial tree. In th is series of cases, bronchoscopy 
was p erformed. (1) to prevent a moribund or nearly 
dead p atient from becoming asphy x iated through 
accumulation of mucus; (2» to break up a chronic 
asthm atic state; (3* to remov e a single mucus plug 
which h ad cau sed atelectasis (su ffocation); (4) to 
dilate or op en u p strictu res or obstructions from 
th e bronch ial tu bes; and (5* to remove mucus from 
p artially obstru cted tu bes." 
W h ere th ere is little or no mu cu s. Dr. Waldbott 
states that the bronchoscope should not be used. 
It will be gratify ing to asthm atics and their 
families to know that in the dangerous attacks of 
asthma, this useful instrument is available.

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DULLES CAX SOAR ON HIGH PLANE 
For a long time Secretary of State Dean 
Aeheson has been the prisoner of his critics. 
He has been unable to make or execute cer­ 
tain kinds of policy, because to do so would 
have aroused a storm of opposition that 
might have stymied all jiolicy. 
The U. S. Foreign Service, vital overseas 
wing of the State Department, has been 
similarly entrapped. Fearing to do anything 
that somehow might not look good in the 
headlines of 1955, American diplomats have 
done relatively little of constructive value. 
But in all the head-shaking over this un­ 
happy condition, a few important things 
appear to have been overlooked. If the State 
Department and the Foreign Service were as 
strong as they ought to bo, then they could 
not easily bo captured. 
What has happened, therefore, is a reflec­ 
tion not merely of the strength of the State 
Department’s opposition, but of the depart­ 
ment’s own weakness. 
Some observers feel this weakness has 
been developing over a long period. The de­ 
partment’s prestige, these men say, has been 
so marred that it is totally out of key with 
America’s position as the most powerful 
nation on earth. 
Many factors undoubtedly account for the 
evident decline. In recent times, the ascend­ 
ancy of the foreign aid establishment has 
given rise to a new phenomenon, the eco­ 
nomic ambassador, to rival the traditional 
“political” ambassador. 
It is entirely pos­ 
sible, too. that the growing complexity of 
world events has outdated the practice x>f 
choosing top diplomats from the ranks of 
top domestic campaign contributors. 
The incoming Secretary of State, John 
Foster Dulles, would thus seem to be con­ 
fronted with a double opportunity. 
He will enjoy reasonable freedom to make 
policy without fear of being swarmed over 
by domestic political opponents of the Eisen­ 
hower administration. There will be opposi­ 
tion, of course, but it is unlikely to have the 
fury of that which greeted Aeheson at every 
turn. 
More than that, Dulles will have the 
chance to rebuild the prestige and power of 
the State Department, including the Foreign 
Service, into an establishment worthy of the 
preeminence of America in world affairs. 
If Dulles can make American diplomacy 
abroad a symbol of high purpose, dignity, 
responsibility and consistent policy, he will 
have carved himself an enduring niche in the 
long line of American secretaries of State.

DEFINITIONS 
It is so easy to pick an argum ent about defi­ 
nitions. Yet when one says the word, child, he 
does not mean a man of 50 with a beard. However, 
in the fields of politics or economics the tendency 
is to foul thought bv fighting over private defini­ 
tions, each thinker coming up with his own. 
In the hope that there may be a way of stating 
some id* as with some clarity, I oiler a few defini­ 
tions which seem to be standard: 
Capitalism: 
. capitalism is an economic 
order based on the profit motive; therefore its 
leading characteristics are the private ownership 
of the means of production, their operation for 
pecuniary gain, their control by private enter­ 
prisers, and the use of credit and the wage sys­ 
tem. . . 
( T h e Triumph of American Capital­ 
ism.” by Louis M. Hacker.) 
Fundamentally, 
this system 
requires 
human 
freedom because inherent in it is the right OI the 
individual to use his earnings according to his 
choice and conscience. 
Socialism: While the basic concept of Social­ 
ism is government cwnersnip of the means of 
production, distribution and exchange, the varieties 
arc many, ranging from the mild reformist meas­ 
ures of the left-wing New Dealers to the present 
state of society in Soviet Russia. In effect. Social­ 
ists differ as to whether 
their aims are to be 
achieved by "democratic” means or by revolution, 
depending upon 
their th«*ory of tho speed of 
change. 
Although numerous Utopian Socialist concepts | 
existed prior to Karl Marx, he and Frederick 
Engels founded what has 
come to bo known 
as 
"scientific’ Socialism, tho 
basis ot which is 
the 
biologic assumption ot the struggle for existence 
which Marx accepted I rom the writings ot Charles 
Darwin and Thomas Huxley. Applying these ideas I 
to polities, economics and sociology, they evolved 
the Class Struggle: 
"The history of all hitherto existing society 
is the history of class struggles. 
“Freem an and slave, patrician and plebian, 
lord and serf, guildmaster and journeyman. in a 
word. oppressor and oppressed, stood in constant 
opposition to one another, carried on an uninter­ 
rupted. now hidden, now open fight, a fight that 
each time ended, either in a revolutionary recon­ 
struction of society ct large, or in the common 
ruin 
of 
the 
contending 
classes” 
("Communist 
Manifesto.” ) 
There have always bee*! deviations trom this 
position among Socialists. For instance: 
Fabian Socialism: This is strictly a British 
form of Socialism represented 
bv 
the 
Labour 
Party. The word Fabian represents “go slow.” It 
is 
go-slow 
Socialism 
by 
strictly 
constitutional 
means. Even when the Labour P arty was in power, 
it 
limited 
its socialization 
program 
(in Great 
Britain, called a nationalization program) to IHI 
per cent of the nation’s economy. The founders of 
Fabian .Socialism were Beatrice and Sidney Webb, 
Geoige Bernard Shaw, ll. G. Wells and other in­ 
tellectuals.

AIR DEFENSE IS ALERT 
Now and again, the Secretary of the Air 
Force or some top Air Force officer talks in 
sweeping terms of the air defense of this 
country, and the North American continent. 
But we don’t get much first-hand word about 
how that defense is being developed and 
maintained. 
A while back the Wall Street Journal sur­ 
veyed the joint U. S.-Canada air defenses on 
our northern frontier, and told quite a re­ 
markable story. 
From Alaska and the Canadian North­ 
west, across the barren shield of north cen­ 
tral Canada to Presque Isle, Maine, New­ 
foundland and the top of Greenland, jet | k^niTthr piug. 
fighters manned by American and Canadian 
crews are on 24-hour alert. At a signal, they 
would be soaring into the air to do battle 
against an invading bomber force thousands 
of miles from U. S. and Canadian produc­ 
tion centers. 
At one such base in Labrador, it takes 50 
snowplows to keep the runways constantly 
clear of of snow* so they will he ready for 
instant use. Pilots wear their flying clothes 
day in and day out, and ears are tuned to 
the telephone ring that might spell attack. 
Throughout the whole defense arc, weath­ 
er and radar stations stand guard, collect­ 
ing and relaying vital information. The radar 
screen is truly America’s first line of de­ 
fense. All these safeguards are being ex­ 
panded and developed steadily. Cooperation 
I atween Canadian and American military 
authorities is excellent. The entire story is 
a heartening one to hear.

A t 5:30, Marilyn Jones, dyeing an expensive sw eater in the bath­ 
room, told her m other that she couldn’t sec the red stains she’d spat­ 
tered on a new bath towel. H er m other w as passionately demanding 
to know whether Marilyn- believed her parents were made ot money 
when Jackie cam e upstairs to fuss because* he couldn't find his Scout 
knife. 
He followed his m other downstairs, still fussing while she prepared 
a bleach solution for the towel. And as he complained, he kept poking 
at the loaf cake on the kitchen table.

If the chances of getting desirab le 
characteristics are equal, it is 
quite simple to ob serve the gen­ 
eral health and temperament of 
the pups. If they look and act 
healthy , one can assume that they 
developed normally b oth b efore 
and after b irth. There is no my s­ 
terious unseen something which 
can possib ly make them inferior 
b ecause of the age of the parents 
alone. In fact, there have b een 
many outstanding dogs out of 
hitches well along in y ears or b y 
old sires or b oth!”

“The puppies 
I rom the older bitch just can't be 
as good as her daughter’s pups. 
The older she gets the poorer the 
pups are bound to bo. ’ 
“Well, .John,” I couldn’t help 
saying, “it's the first time I vc 
heard you adm it that you’re not 
as good a man as jo u r big brother 
Al since your m other was older 
when you were born.” 
John 
had 
been 
promised 
a 
beagle pup out ol Bell’s Toll, but 
Toll had only whelped three and 
they had been previously reserved. 
The breeder had offered John a 
pup out ot old Bell sired by the 
same dog instead, but John for 
some reason had tho feeling th at 


Bell’s pups would not be as good 
as her daughter’s because she was 
now about eight voars old. 
“You’re wrong in thinking that 
a bitch’s puppies are less likely to 
be good as s h e gets older.“ I told 
him. “There is a time, of course, 
when the bitch can no longer 
keep herself in good condition and 


do justice to the pups she Is 
carrying. Until th at time, the age 
of the bitch or the num ber of 
tim es she has whelped has no 
bearing on the quality of the pups. 
As a m atter of tact, a bitch s first 
litter may not be as well provided 
for after whelping because the 
m am mry glands aren t so well de­ 
veloped. Dame N ature usually pro­ 
vides for this by sm aller first lit­ 
ters. 
“Sim ilarly, in the case of the 
sire, there is no reason to believe 
that age can influence the quality 
ol the offspring. A sperm produced 
one year has the same chance for 
producing qualities as one pro­ 
duced another year, just so long 
is that sperm is given the oppor­ 
tunity to fertilize the ovum.” 
“Supposing the dogs are bred 
and 
there 
are 
no 
offspring?” 
asked John. 
“T hat's a different m atter. If 
for some reason the bitch dot's 
not ovulate properly or the sperm 
of the male doesn’t have the vital­ 
ity to travel to the ovules and fer­ 
tilize them , there will be no off­ 
spring. 
“If the ovulation and fertiliza­ 
tion 
take 
place, 
however, 
the 
characteristics ol 
the ancestors 
are being passed along with the 
same elem ent of possibility re­ 
gardless of the age of the parents. 
If the chances of getting desirable 
characteristics 
are equal, 
it 
is 
quite simple to observe the gen- 
< ral health and tem peram ent of 
the pups. If they look and act 
healthy, one can assume th at they 
developed normally both before 
and after birth. There is no mys­ 
terious unseen something which 
can possibly make them inferior 
because of the age of the parents 
alone. In fact, there have been
